NEW GERMAN RIFLE. 


Latest Small Am For 
WJier* It SiupsuMesj Amerlcam Stifle. 


The new German Infantry rifle, 


model 98, is being supplied to the army 
as fast as it can be manufactured, 
•ays the New York Sun. It is not a 
modification "of the older (88) pattern, 
•nice the only points in common with 
the latter are the caliber, the rifling 
and the chamber, but is practically 
*. new arm, using the same cartridge. 


As this small arm is the latest of the 


European arms, it may be assumed 
that it represents the latest ideas on 
the subject, and it will be ot interest 
to study its ballistic efficiency. With- 
out tbe bayonet it has about the same 
length (49.21 inches) as our own rifle 
(49.14 inches), but its weight is some- 
what leas (9 pounds as against 9.355 
pounds), while with tbe bayonet it is 
nearly 9 inches longer, the bayonet be- 
ing a particularly long one, even longer 
than tbat of model 88. 


The Telocity 26 meters from the muz- 


zle is 2,034 feet per second, and tbe ex- 
treme range (witb 32 degrees eleva- 
tion) is about 4,300 yards. 
At 100 


yards tbe United States rifle projectile 
has a velocity of only 1,770.2 foot sec- 
onds, whereas tbe German arm, at 109 
yards, still has over 1,906 fool seconds 
of velocity and will therefore consider- 
ably outntBge our arm.

THt1 SOLAR ECLIPSE. 


Party of Scientist* Going to Sumatra 


to Witness It. 


A party of scientific men from the 


Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
has perfected plans for going to tLa 
Island of Sumatra to observe the total 
solar eclipse ou May 17, 1001, tills be- 
ing the most favorable point of obser- 
vation In the Indian ocean, where the 
eclipse is visible. The party will be In 
charge of Professor Alfred E. Burton, 
and the other members will be Harri- 
son W. Smith of tbe department of 
physics, who has charge of the photo- 
graphic wo*-k; Gerald M. Matties and 
George L. Hosmer. The party will 
leave New York on Feb. 29. sailing to 
Genoa, at which port they will take tbe 
Dutch line steamer sailing direct to 
Padang, Sumatra. 


The expenses of the expedition will 


be borne partly by subscription of 
friends of the institute, but are chiefly 
paid from the Income of a fund given 
by the late Edward Austin 'which is 
available for scientific research. Pro- 
fessor Burton and Mr. Smith have de- 
vised ingenious apparatus for solving 
two important problems. One of these 
pieces of apparatus is a camera for 
photographing tlie sun and tbe region 
for several degrees around it so as to 
obtain stars down to tbe ninth magni- 
tude. A second piece of apparatus is 
an arrangement for photographing the 
shadow bands. In addition there will 
be other work of a scientific character, 
including magnetic and pendulum ob- 
servatiqns. Professor Pickering of the 
Harvard observatory has tttkea grent 
interest in the expedition and baa loan- 
ed some, valuable instruments.—New 
York Sun.

MAGNIFICENT BOULEVARD. 
Flu to Make tlte Mo»t Swperb-DHv« 


In the Country. 


The project of building a driveway 


along the base ot the Palisades, as 
planned by the Hudson river Palisades 
commission, has developed a still great- 
er scheme which will result in the cre- 
ation of the most magnificent boule- 
vard in the country. The wealthy mea 
of the Tuxedo Park association and 
prominent citizens living on the west 
bank of the lower Hudson river are in- 
terested, and definite steps bare al- 
ready been taken. 


The greater project Is to continue 


the Palisades drive from- the point 
•where the commission has planned to 
end it up along the Hudson river to the 
State park at Stony Point, in Rocklancl 
county. Then the Tuxedo people will 
construct a road from tlie park to the 
river, connecting with the Palisades 
drive. This would make a drive from 
Fort Lee to Stony Point along the river 
and then across country to Tuxedo, 35 
to 40 miles in length. 


The proposed road to Tuxedo will 


cross the famous Ramapo mountains 
and wind through scenery of the most 
picturesque and sublime description. 
It w ill be built by experts in roadmak- 


j ing and will cost a large sum of mon- 
; ey. As soon as the work is commenced 


j on the Palisades drive the matter of 


building the connecting links will be 
pushed. Work on the Tuxedo road will 
be begun at once regardless of the 
Palisades drive.

Constitution. Other Matters 


The question of program advertising 


waa brought up in the meeting of the 
Central _^abor union laet evening by 
the retail clerk's union. This affiliated 
union presented a resolution opposing 
this form of advertising for merchants1 
m the city, the resolution being merely 
the preliminary step in a movement to 
prevent the abuses which have grown 
up in connection with'this form of ad- 
v ertismg. 


The merchants- of the city have long 


recognized that the system was wrong, 
but could not well take action, unless 
all did, and so far none of them has 
started a movement against it. In 
other cities the boards of trade or mer- 
chants associations have in many 
cases taken some such action. 


Here the clerks union realized that 


Indirectly Jt affected 
them, as mer- 


chants regarded this form of advertis- 
ing as almost pure loss, and oases have 
occurred where to make up for it they 
reduced expenses in other ways, affect- 
ing their employes. The clerke there- 
fore decided to take this action, believ- 
ing that it will result in a 
general 


agreement on the part of the merchants 
in regard to the matter. It also comes 
with grace from the labor unions-, as it 
pledges them not to solicit this form of 
advertising for their own programs. , 


The resolutions presented last night 


are in favor of abolishing such adver- 
tising and pledge the union to use every 
effort to prevent it. The Central Labor 
union took no final action, but during 
the next two weeks the resolutions will 
be presented to all the affiliated unions 
for their endorsement, and will then 
be acted on by the Central body. The 
resolutions will be presented- to all lie 
affiliated unions for their endorsement, 
and will then be acted on by the cen- 
tral body. The resolutions will then be 
presented to the merchants for signing, 


A number of merchants who have 


been seeft in regard to the matter, are 
In favor of the resolution and are glad 
that the union has begun the crusade. 
The custom has grown here, as It has 
in other cities, till it is almost a form 
of blackmail or threatened boycott An 
organization prepares for a concert, 
and straightway counts on s-o much 
from the advertising in the program. 
The merchants are then solicited, and 
those who refuse to take space are 
given to understand that thej» will lose 
the support of that particular oiganl- 
zation's membership- 


Most of the merchants. In f4ct ail 


who. hav& spoken on the pubject, Bay 
that thi* advertising does not yield re- 
turns, but that they feel forced to 
take the apace mapped out for then). 
It I* impossiWe to estimate ftow^much 
*s spent by th« merchants in thi«kway 
yearly, but one dealer, who 5-3 not a 
large user of space In these programs, 
compared with some others-, paid that 
last year he spent $250 in this way. 


The ri'cvemenl will also concern all 


raiscelJanecus forms of advertising, m- 
eluditig the peripatetic schemes scarted 
in tfcu city by strangers, wh-.n thes« do 
not offer promise of adequate return. 


A number of other matters of import- 


ance were also br jughr. up at the meet- 
ing of the uftion last evening. Tne 
cominittee on constitution reported, 
but on account of the importance of the 
matter, no action tvas taken on tKe new 
constitution. It was voted to have it 
printed, and submitted to all the affil- 
iated unions, and then referred back 
to the C. L. U. for final action. The 
new constitution was made necessary 
by the growth of unionism In the city, 
so that the old rules were outgrown. 
The building trades section, also held 
a meeting after the meeting of the C. 
L. U., and voted to refer Its proposed 
new by-Jaws to the affiliated unions 
with the other, and to take action later. 
This section will meet nest Thursday 
evening. 


A resolution was presented to the C. 


L. U. from the teamsters' uni'on asking 
that union men be urged to have all 
their teaming work done by union men. 
A committee was appointed to visit the 
teamsters' union and all otheft- unions

islature calling for a weekly rest day 
for the employes of all transportation 
companies was read, and it was decided 
to present petitions iu favor of it to all 
the affiliated unions.

SEDGWICK. 


In a recent issue of the St. John's 


Parish Tidings is a letter from Rev.

For a period of three weeks along 


the front of our brigade a picket had 
been murdered on bis post every night ' 
The front was a mile long, with the 
posts within ten rods of each other, 
uud a bushwhacker bad crept up on 
the lone picket with all the craft or an 
Apache and stabbed htm to death. The 
one assassin had killed 22 men before 
any great stir was made about It The 
brigade was being equipped for the 
spring campaign, many changes were 
taking place among the officers, and 
the murder of a few pickets did not 
count for much in the general confu- 
sion. All that was done when the mat- 
ter was finally taken hold of was to 
put two, three and four men on a post 
In place of one and to send out small 
scouting parties to look for a needle In 
a haystack, as it were. 


That all these murders had been 


committed by one single hand no one 
doubted. A knife had been used in 
every instance.

Our Grandfather'* Letter*. 


George Washington never saw a post- 


age stamp or an envelope, says Suc- 
cess. They were unknownjiere until 
1S37, after Rowland Hill'fiad introduc- 
ed them In England. 
Letters were 


written, folded and addressed all on 
tee same sheet and stuck with a wafer 
or with sealing wax. Our early states- 
men could hardly have dreamed of the 
millions upon millions of portraits of 
themselves that would some day be dis- 
tributed broadcast by a great postal 
system. In 1808 the mail' routes in- 
cluded a few cities in Maine, Georgia, 
New Hampshire, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Maryland, Kentucky and Vir- 
ginia, making triweekly deliveries in 
Bummer and biweekly in winter. There 
was no postmaster general in the cabi- 
net until 1829. Letters were charged 
25 cents postage for anything over 450 
miles long. Half a century later 10 
cents prepaid carried a letter 3,000 
miles and under that distance 5 cents 
and 3 cents. 


The popular pen was the good gray 


goose quill. It was not until 1819 that 
TTC got our f A,t steel pens from Eng- 
land, where Perry had just begun their 
manufacture. Henry Clay learned to 
write by tracing letters on sand with a 
sharp stick, and Daniel Webster's first 
pen was surreptitiously plucked from 
his mother's pet goose, his Ink being 
•oot mixed with water. A few Individ- 
uals were the envied possessors of gold 
pens, which were made in Europe, but 
the majority used "Dutch quills."

Every business to be successful must 


be conducted according to some system. 
Every sensible man admits that. Its 
ftst so -with advertising. Who of us

They can't 
see all the people personally, but man- 
age to talk to over 15,000 ofl them every 
night through the columns of the Tran- 
script. If their half column double is 
too small to corJtain all they want to 
say,, they will double it, or If necccsary, 
take a whole puge. It pays them. And 
the coriserruence now is that from a 
small store of a few years aso, they 
now have a l^rge store, one of th« 
largest in the city, with a force of clerks 
second to none to wait upon their marte 
customers.

That Queen Victoria wa* a'stickler 


for etiquette is well known, and, ac- 
cording to one who knew whereof sbe 
wrote, in the days when Prince Albert 
was in his prime society was queerly 
captious in collecting every bit of tattle 
that miglit tell to the disparagement of 
tue "Germanized court," as those who 
were not welcomed at it were pleased 
to eall it. As early as 1841 some droll 
things were told about her majesty's 
coldness toward some of the court la- 
dies thrust upon her against ber will, 
but toe probability is that as, in Prince 
Albert's day, tbe etiquette of tbe court 
was extremely severe some of tbe 
young ladies IB attendance had occa- 
sionally to be reminded of their posi- 
tion. 


They were expected to stand always 


when tbe queen or prince was in the 
room and were not allowed to mix in 
the conversation by word or laughter 
unless requested. A certain maid of 
honor, afterward a peeress, who had a 
charming voice being one day request- 
ed to sit at tbe piano and play declined, 
forgetting that the queen's request waa 
a command. The queen insisted, but 
the maiden replied that sbe bad a cold. 
"Well, then, you had better go tc bed," 
said ber majesty. "Oh, no. thank you," 
was ber answer; '•but if you don't mind 
I will sit down." And she did. 


Many of the old time formalities, 


however, were abolished to a certain 
extent, although tbe prince consort, 
when out shooting, would never take 
bis gun from tbe hands of a game- 
keeper, but required that it should be 
banded to him by an equerry, and tbo 
queen was so strict that at tbe table 
she required nil personal attendance 
done by tbe ladies and gentlemen of 


i her court. It Is related that when Vic- 


toria visited Louis Philippe in the 
Chateau d'Eau in 1843 tbe king, having 
heard that it was her habit to drink 
a glass of water before retiring for the 
nigbt, ordered that one should be taken 
to ber. It was presented by a servant, 
but her majesty declined to take it 


Seeing there" was something wrong, 


Louis Philippe whispered to one of hla 
sons, who tWite-the tray, whereupon 
tbe queen toe* tbe glass graciously 
enough. During tbe queen's visit to 
Paris in 1853, when Napoleon III was* 
In tbe glory of bis magnificence, sbe 
was treated by ber host not merely as 
a fellow monarch, but as a lady. 


It was remarked by those who were 


privileged trf converse witb ber -on 
theology or historical subjects that sbe 
was thoroughly Protestant in ber re- 
ligion and that Sbe kept up quite a 
sentimental feeling of sympathy with 
the Stuarts. Going one day into tbe li- 
brary at Windsor castle she discovered 
tbe librarian reading some strong'Jac- 
obite memoirs.' 
"Oh, you need fnot 


put them nwaE,"" $ie said, "you know 
I am a Jacohffe myself." This does 
not quite tally, with the story which 
Macaulay used to tell of tbe queen's 
opinion of James II. During Macau- 
lay's visit to Windsor the queen said, 
«'I have been reading your history, M>5 
Macaulay! and I am afraid I can't say 
much for my ancestor, James 
II." 


"Tour majesty's, predecessor, not an- 
cestor," corrected Macaulay. 


When Victoria was 0 years old, Sit 


Walter Scott, according to a record in 
tbe diary of the famous writer, dined 
witb tbe Ducbess of Kent and by 
Prince Leopold was presented "to the 
little Princess Victoria and heir appar- 
ent to tbe bouse, as things now stand." 
•'This little lady," be adds, "is edu- 
cated witb much care and watched so 
closely that no busy maid' has a mo- 
ment to whisper, 'You are heir cf Eng- 
land.' I suspect if we could dissect tbe 
little heart we should find that some 
pigeon or other bird of the air bad car- 
ried tbe matter. She is fair, like tbe 
royal family." Tbe fact is that neither 
at that time nor for years after did 
Victoria know anything of her pre- 
eminence, but was brought up with 
strict economy and regularity, being 
taught to restrain her expenditures 
within the limits of her income. 


According to Miss Martineau, tbe 


princess "was reared in as much hon- 
esty and care about money matters aa 
any citizen's cbild. It became known 
at Tunbridge Wells that the princess 
bad been unable to buy a box at tbe 
bazaar because she had spent ber mon- 
ey. At tbe bazaar she bad bought pres- 
ents for all her relatives, when sbe re- 
membered one cousin more and saw a 
box priced baif a crown which would 
suit him. Tbe shop people of course 
placed the box with tne other pur- 


, chases, but tbe little lady's governess 


admonished them by saying, 'No; you 
•ee the princess has not got tbe money, 
therefore, of course, she cun't buy tbe 
box.'

box aside until it could be purchased. 
Tbe governess said, 'Oh, well, if yon 
will be so good as to do that": On 
quarter day, before T o'clock in the 
tnornlng, the princess appeared dfr ber 
donkey to claim her purchase.

writes, "This reads like a story out of 
'Sanford and Merton,' but tbe Princess 
Victoria came by ber father's side of n 
lavish and largely spending race, and 
no doubt on this account tbe discipline 
under wblcb she was trained becanx 
ocore severe."—New York Herald.

Reason for Running Town and City 


Lines Every Five Years, Three 
Sides of City Completed. Con. 


ference Concerning the One 


New Lin? 


The «irvey or "perambulation" of the 


boundary lines of this city,*begun some 
time ago by Civil Engineer H. P. Lin>- 
nell, who was engaged by this city aiid 
the towns or WiUiamstown, Adams, 
Florida and C'arksbmg to do the work, 
has been completed for the lines alons 
the northern!, taste™ and 
southern 


boundaries of ihe city The line on the 
western or Wilhamstown side, remains 
to be run. Work on this wlH probably 
be started next w«ek 


The remaining HrJa will be an entirely 


new one, on account od the annexation 
of Blackintoa 
The survey is made 


only orLe m five years, and when it 
was last mad», the line between this 
city and Williamstown was some dis- 
tance- east of the present line. New 
monuments will have to be put In, and 
the lir.'s will require mor« attention than 
eithre of the three otters. 


Before the line is surveyed, a confer- 


ence of tbs city and town officials is- like 
ly to be held, In view of a dispute that 
rose some years ago in regard to the 
lines. There was a question as to just 
where the line rhould run', there bains: 
two differerjc lines from two different 
surveys. A settlement was reach«d at 
that time, but in order to prevent anv 
doubt about future records, 
which 


might Involve valuable property both 
public and private, the matter will be 
brought up a^aln for some permanent 
settlement. Th<m when me IIHJ is sur- 
veyed and marked, there will be no 
question m regard to/ its accuracy. 
This is necessary, because the new line 
is decribed in the anrfexation bill only 
by refl^rence to Ihe old. 


The tvork which is fcein£ done at this 


time comes as stated cfJce in five years. 
It is required by law, and there was 
more reason for it when It was nassed 
than now, although Ihe irlstance just 
mentioned shuws the advisability of 
having the lin.«3 gone over at intervals, 
to be sure that the monuments and rec- 
ords are correct and ir1! good shape. The 
law requires the selectmen and city of- 
ficials to do this work, but this author- 
ity may be delegated, as has been done 
m the present case, Mr- Linnell repre- 
senting the city and the towns con- 
cerned- 
The following history and description 


of the matter, written by Allen Cham- 
b^rlain and published in the BostorJ 
Transcript, will be of much sreneral in- 
terest in this connection:" 


This is the time of year when the 


selectmen of our to^ns and the en- 
gineers of our cities Ind it necessary 
to pull on their stoutest boots and 
"perambulate" one or more of 
the 


boundaries of their particular baili- 
wicks, it is not in any sense a "jun- 
ket" as can be imagined when it is re- 
alized that the boundaries frequently 
follow streams., which mean? that there 
is always more or less swamp to be 
encountered. 


Once in every five ySars the statutes 


require that every city and town boun- 
dary in the state mflst be 
carefully 


gone over in company by the authori- 
tie's of the two municipalities in inter- 
est and each T-ound-stone, or "monu- 
ment" as it is called in surveyor's ver- 
nacular, examined to ascertain that 
each is in place, and not likely to be 
mo\ed or effaced by the elements for 
five more years. It is furthermore re- 
quired that a record of this perambula- 
tion shall be spread upon the records 
of each town. 


This provision of law is interpreted 


differently by local officials. In many 
instances the record consists simply of 
a brief statement that the officials of 
the two towns "have his day peram- 
bulated the boundaiy and found it to 
be correct' Now and then there is c,n 
officer who endeavors to do h.s whole 
dutyxand he proceeds to record, as 
briefly as may be, a description of the 
line and the bounds as they w«re found. 
This work is sometimes made easier by 
turning back fitfe years to the record 
of the preceding trip, and copying 
therefioin certain descriptive passages. 


But herein lies a .racist likely chance 


for error, for example, a figure three 
might be copied for dn eight, or vice 
versa. Sometimes an entire course and 
distance has been known to be omitted 
by oversight. Five years later, a« like- 
ly as not, this record 18 copied and the 
error perpetuated and perhaps a new- 
one added. And so it i i likely to go bn 
indefinitely. It will sometimes happen 
that a monument is found in need of 
resetting. In such a case the law re- 
quii^s that the selectmen shall notify 
the county commissioners of the fact 
and that the board, either by. their own 
engineer or through a competent man 
appointed by the selectmen of the 
towns shall proceed to relocate 
the 


atone correctly. 


Town officers are not always conver- 


sant with these legal requirements, 
however, and as likely as nbt in a case 
of this kind would send out a laborer 
to reset the stone. In this way the 
stone is never, except by merest luck, 
reset HI exactly its old position- It is 
most probable tiiat it will be anywhere 
from several inches to a foot or so out 
of alignment- In fact, stones have been 
found beside highway that were 70 
feet or more out of place. This of course 
was due to over-offlclousness on the 
part of some local authority, who 
thought the sto.ie was not correctly lo- 
cated and caused it to be movcd_ 


This sort ofl procedure Is altogether 


contrary to law, and In fact the sta- 
tutes provides that such, irresponsible 
changes are liable to subject the au- 
thor of them to a flda of $50. A slight 
change in a stone may not prove of anv 
consequence for a century or more, 
but it is capable of behg some day the 
cause o' * serious lawsuit, for these 
town boundaries are often incoroorat- 
ed in deeds of transfer of property, and 
t single eiror in location mug-h* leave 
the question of ownership and a*s«M- 
mc.nt seriously in doubt. 


Of coure, at this ikte day, them 


'wundaries have for the most part lw»- 
com« fairly w«H established, but the 
formality of the law requiring Deram 
bulation la still carried act. Indeed, it 
Is quite nfeceasary- as it provide* an 


opportunity to discover, and to put on 


{ record anv changes Incident to improv- 


ment in highways, park locations or 
the building of new roods.

Training Boys for the Sea 


There are sufficient number of tads in 


Western Massachusetts m love with 
life on the sea to create considerable 
interest in the Massachusetts nautical 
training school. We observe that there 
were a Springfield and a Greenfield boy 


I in last fall's- graduating class and that 
boys from iWest Springfield, Holyoke, 
North Adams and Greenfield are now 
members of the school. Its object Is to 
provide instruction and training in the 
science and practice of navigation and 
to this- end voyages are taken in the 
steam sloop of war Enterprise, turned 
over to the state by the national gov- 
ernment and maintained at the expense 
of Massachusetts. This vessel is no\v 
moored at the North-end park in Bos- 
ton, where she will remain during the 
winter. Instruction is being given to 
108 cadets, about all the ship will ac- 
commodate. Those interested can study 
the operations of the school—at least 
members of the legislature are invited 
and persons properly interested would 
doubtless be welcomed by the superin- 
tendent—at the wharf named above on 
any day excepting Saturday and Sun- 
day ,when the cadets are absent on 
leave. The results of the school appear 
to be practical, for 229 of its gradua- 
tes are follpwing the sea or working 
as engineers. There1 are 45 of them 
on translantic steamers, 40 of them on 
coastwise steamers, 31 on sailing ves- 
sels, 15 on United States transports— 
and so on. If the modern boy is bent on 
going to sea he would best do it by 
way of the state nautical 
training 


school, if he can secure the chance.— 
Springfield Republican.
